Stoutly maintaining his innocence 
of her death, Marshall said she had 
come to his office for treatments and 
that while he was out to get some­ 
thing to eat she took poison. Fearing 
he would be charged with her death, 
he decided to dispose of the body. 
M arshal! said that she had been 
disappointed in a love affair by a 
wealthy

York 
man 
named 
Nichols. 
Investigation showed that 
Miss Catherine Girling, the milliner 
who employed Miss 
Dietrich, 
had 
never heard her speak of a man names! 
Nichols. 
Marshall broke down after a dra­ 
matic series of questions giving in 
complete detail how he dismembered 
the body and 
disposed of different 
pajrt s. 
Miss D ietrich body with the head 
and legs misting was found in a clump 
of bushes near Media last Wednesday. 
An horn* later the legs were discover­ 
ed nearby. 
The head was found last, 
Saturday under a railroad trestle near 
Bywood. 
Must Solve Suicide 
Police still have to solve the prob­ 
lem of whether Miss Dietrich com­ 
mitted suicide. 
A preliminary exam­ 
ination of the body last week failed I 
to establish the cause of death. 
No 
trace of poison was found. 
In view 
of Marshall’s statement that she had 
taken a fatal drug caused authorities 
to prepare to make another and more 
complete autopsy. 
After his confession Marshall was 
taken to a restaurant where he ate a 
hearty breakfast despite the fact that 
he was fatigued and completely de­ 
jected over being grilled by detectives 
all night. 
Marshall is about 42 years old, tall 
and gaunt in appearance. 
Miss Diet- 
rich was 35 years old. 
Marshall has a wife and 
young 
child. 
They live at Bywood just 
across the city limits, near the place 
Miss Dietrich’s head was found.

Coal Is Mined 
IO Years In Shamokin 


Shamokin.—Mining coal in the back 
yard of Charles B. Zimmerman, here, 
brought to light the information that 
this year marks the 100th anniversary j 
of the system atic mining of hard coal 
in this vicinity. 
In 1826 several hun­ 
dreds tons of coal were taken from 
the channel of Shamokin creek, just 
a few yards from 
the 
Zimmerman 
operation which was started after the 
mine suspension September I, last. 
History records that the Cherrys, 
the first settlers, 
noticed 
coal here, 
and that Isaac Tomlinson picked up 
pieces of 
coal 
in 
Quaker 
run, 
a 
tributary o f Shamokin creek, about 
1790. 
In 1810 Tomlinson erected a 
blacksmithshop and 
used Shamokin 
coal and four years later he mined a 
load of coal from Quaker run, hauled 
it to Sunbury and sold it for $5 to a 
shoemaker, who used it for domestic 
fuel. 
Farm ers at the upper end of Irish- 
valley picked up black stones in the 
creek 
and 
traced 
the 
source 
to 
Shamokin. 
When John 
C. 
Boyd 
bought a tract of 
land, embracing 
w hat Is now- Shamokin, from Jesse 
Major, in 1820, the system atic mining 
of coal started, a dam being built by 
Boyd 
and

in Shamokin 
creek.

known as Boyd’s stone coal quarry.

Cornwall.— Situated in tho Valley 
Forge district, little 
known as the 
birthplace of Daniel Boone, the site 
of the old homestead of the ancestors 
of Abraham Lincoln, and of the first 
tunnel in the United States, is the 1 
Cornwall steel forest tower, named I 
after the Cornwall ore banks of Lan­ 
caster county in memory of the fa ­ 
mous mines of the same name in Eng­ 
land. 
It was on the site of the present 
tower th a t iron ore was mined and 
cannon and shot were cast for W ash-! 
ington's arm y, by that stern old iron 
master, P e te r Grubb. 
Many of the 
old buildings, particularly the houses 
in Miners Village, are still in use and 
an old cannon and several cannon 
balls still m ay be seen lying behind 
one of the buildings. 
An unobstructed view northward of 
the beautiful Lebanon Valley and the 
Blue M ountains; southward over the 
fertile L ancaster Valley and directly 
over the battlefield of Brandywine, is 
afforded by the tower. 
Here the 
tow erm an’s eyes can scan the old 
hunting grounds of the Conestoga In­ 
dians and the land where the rugged 
old Indian Interpreter Colonel Conrad 
Weiser traveled. 
F a r off to 
the 
southeast one m ay catch sight of the 
spires of E p h ra ta made interesting by 
early monks and nuns who built here 
prior to 1745 and carried on primitive 
m anufacturing and trading with the 
Indians. 
F a rth e r in the distance the tower- 
m an m ay set1 through his powerful 
binoculars the historic Welsh moun­ 
tains where roamed the w ily old Lan­ 
caster county 
Rob Roy 
and erst­ 
while preacher. Abe Buzzard. 
Again 


a slight change of direction and the 
eye is arrested by the sombre roofs 
of Lititz noted for pretzels of the 
same name. 
W estward a g a in st the 
sky looms the wooded peak of ‘‘Gov­ 
ernor Dick” at Mt. Gretna, and ea:t- 
ward one may see far away over fo r­ 
est and lull in the direction of Read­ 
ing. 
And tales and legends of Berks 
county once quite real to the pioneer 
Pennsylvania G erm an and 
H ugenot 
settlers become real once more. About 
one mile and a q u arter to the west 
along the Cornwall and Lebanon rail­ 
road lies Penryn Park, the delightful 
aud cool mountain spot with the lake 
reflecting the shadows of the forest 
surrounding.
